This fallacy sees the profit motive acting as a kind 
1 agent Of netural selection. in which anything un- 
abie to adapt to the Jemands of commodity oroduc- 
Gun simpy does not survive. And che fog:cal develop 
ment of this argument is that we are surrounded with 
ne very vest of goods. produced in just the quantities 
we need them and varmed to wherever there (8 a de 
mand ter them 

It iaaes very ‘ttle thougmMt. or experience. (o see 
that ths ms aot crue. To begin at the basis, capital- 
ism produces wealth in the form of commodities — 
wealth which i8 tummed out with the motive of selling 
i” 10 realise a profit and to amass further wealth in 
the form cf capital. 


The first consequence of this is that. tf there is no 
coance of a profit being realised. there is no produc- 
von. In this Situation ic is of absolutely no conse- 
quence, (hat there mav be a need for the wealth — 
peopie may be starving of Homeless, but if the pro- 
duction of food or houses is not profitable they will 
not be made. 

One result of this is unemployment. in which the 
cormai everyday yovertvy of workers descends into 
oulright destitucion. Again, whem this happens capital- 
ism takes no acount of people's needs: there may be 
millions desperate for the littie extra income which 
a job would oring them but if it is not profitable to 
employ tnem they will stand — and pernaps starve — 
on the dole queue. 


The drive to produce for profit means that capital- 
ism ig always ander pressure to tum out goods as 
cheaply as possible, since the jower a commodity’'s 
cost of aroducticn the more scupe tnere is for under- 
cutting a mvel’s commodities on the market and. if 
the market allows. the higner the profit which can Se 
realised. 

But producing things cheaply usually means that 
they are shoddy. sub-standard jerry-duilt or even dan- 
gerous. it also means that human beings. wno may be 
highiy tramed and xnowledgeable. have used their skills 
and knowiedge tn ways which have demanded of them 
less (nan they afe capabie of. they have been forced 
tO prostitute themseives in tne cause of commodity 
production 

There have pveen many cases of this, which have 
neéen spectacular enough in ‘their consequences (0 


make ‘them classic scanda!s of capitaiism — Suitdings 
whicn Nave collapsed heneath their :nhabditants or peo- 
ple neediessly diseased or Killed. like the workers in 
tre asbestOs sndustry of the tragic victims of thalido- 
mide 


In a world in which we can solve so many tecnao 
logical problems, and achieve to an extent which 
would have been regarded ag miraculous only a shon 
time ago, there is waste of wealth, restriction of pr 
duction. unused working capacity and sub-standarc 
production. And this mess is sold to us by what ts al- 
ied an industry — an army Of advertising men who 
job 18 to tell les about things which they need ioe 
nothing about. And the whole thing is costed and a- 
counted for by a further army — of accountants, dant 
clerks, invoice checkers — millions and millions of 
people simply wasting their lives away doing some 
thing which does not produce an ounce of wealth. 
By no standards of acceptable judgement can capui- 
ism be descnbed, then, as an efficient svstem of 
ciety. But we have not vet mentioned its Suoreme 
waste — the poverty to which it condemns its people 
Commodity production means the vast majonty are 
deprived of access to the means of producing wealt 
left with nothing else, they have to sell their workng 
ability in order to live 

But this labour power 1s itself a commodity and it 
is sold, overall, at its value —= at what it takes to pro 
duce and reproduce the worker in terms of food. do 
thing. housing, recreation and so on. The effect of ths 
is that the working class always live at the level o 
subsistence — sometimes, perhaps. nsing a little above 
it while at other times they will fall below But over. 
all they exist at a level of existence which can oaly 
be called poverty 

At the same time, the other class in society — 
Capitalist class — because of their monopoly owner 
ship of the means of production and distribution ar 
able to live. if they wish. «n idle huxuryv Beside the 
poverty — and sometimes destitution — of the wv 
kers exists the opulence of the capitalists 

There is, then, a division of interests in soctery 
day, a class division which means that every tow 
issue has two sides and that there can be no unify 
co-operation. A divided society ts not efficient — :: 
is restrictive. hampered, stumbling along at a (ractios 
of its real ability. 

Socialists oppose capitalism because it is inenicer 
We want a societv in which human ability is gue 
full reign. in which people can co-operate to usé Jer 
abilities and knowledge to the full to produce wealt 
in abundance and to build a world of freedom ard 
curity. That is socialism — the efficient society 
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In the new decade®

The relatively insecure, unfulfilled lives 

f wage and salary earners will persist, 

Nccause Of the present soctal arrange- 
ment of privale/state ownership and 
control of the means of life with its pro- 
juction for sale/profit and ws periodic 
Juctuations between supply and 
demand. In sucha system the producing 
majonty puts up with normal hardship 
wnen trade is good and aggravated 
hardship during trade depressions. A 
depression exists. with unemployment 
ground the million mark or more. And 
since the work force is not expanding. 
the government wage subsidies that 
mide behind the term “social services” 
have been cut back. Among which are 
hospital services, with long waiting lists 
of elective surgery patients and some 
elderly workers succumbing to their al- 
ments betore thev reach the front of the 
line. If there are more nursing home 
fires. hike the one tn Mississauga where 
2] invalids died. there will be more 
deaths. because as indicated in a umon 
aubdlication for B.C., in many long term 
care facilities fire safety is non-existent 

Fxtended care chains have mush- 
roomed in the last few vears, responding 
tothe “dramatic™’ profits to be made on 
the worker circuit between the last exit 
‘rom the factory gates to the cemetary 
gate. One of these. u Toronto based 
empire comprising 49 homes here and tn 
the U.S.. worth more than $77 millon 
with a 79, after tax profit of $3.9 mil- 
von. (Macleans's, “everybody's Night- 
mare, 28/7/80). Naturally, whac ts left 
of workers after a fitetime of producing 
nches for the rich comes under the 
Sisnaet of this svstem’s pnonty. The 
whoie population is orgamized for it. 
Other irritations are announced or 
forecast. 

A ‘eature of the last tederal budyer, 
eas as the press termed it, “No break 
lor the poor.” What the minority con- 
‘Oolled media misrepresents as poverty 
are those workers on welfare, UIC oron 
kid row. The tdea is to convince the 
wutking Joes and Janes in general that 
Mey are weil off. [t ss a matter of skill- 
‘uby using relativity to mask realtty But 
vurely the vast throngs ot what the 
Media calls the “ordinary” people, who 
‘ani pay cash tur new cars. homes. deep 
eezes. etc, are MUO. in Comparison to 
chauffeured limousines. country 


homes. private resorts. walled estates 
and the private sets of the wealthy elite? 

Of course the poor majonry have 
been around since Sir Jonn A. MacDo- 
nald promised breaks for them in an 
election campaign moce than a century 
ago. When the present Finance Minister 
speaks of a break or of no break tor the 
destitute, such as one parent families, he 
has two things :n mind. running the 
finances of Canadian capitalism. and 
votes. 

The majroitv are matenally (and 
mentally) insecure because the only 
command they nave over goods and ser- 
vices is their pay cheques, which are 
mere ration cards. limiting them to 
enough consumption on the average to 
renew their producitve enermes, and 
raise another generation of their class.

The government has promised [0 per 
cent more :nflauon for ‘81. The Reta! 
Council of Canada however has fore- 
cast, without heing to harsh on the 
government, that tood prices will nse bv 
1S per cent. It would seem that while 
trying to keep pace with government 
watenng of currency and nsing prices. 
the workers’ struggle in umons and else- 
where to maintian real wages was not a 
roamng success, In addition to other 
avatlable statistics, indicacing detenora- 
tion. finance department figures show 
that personal disposable income per 
person emploved — which mcludes ail 
sources of income and payments, 
dropped !.2 per cent after accounting 
for inflation in 1979

ot Moscow's Internauonal Airports. 
uterature stands have on display a selec- 
t1on of pamphlets (translated into many 
languages) by Lentn, Marx, Engels etc. 
They are available with the comph- 
Ments ot Aerotiot, although not per- 
haps your first choice in reading matter 
to while away time waiting for vour 
‘ight call. Although the pamphlets are 
Iree. there was no mad rush to stuff 
cases to the point of overifiow. Why 
don’t ‘greedy people’ (as we are told) act 
as 1s expected of them? 

ONE pamphiet “How Socialism was 
built in the USSR” gives a bnef history 
ot the experiences of the Communist 
Parts for the penod 1933-37. The 
authors are Y. Klimov and A. Ugrvu- 
mov and editing was completed in 
November 1977 It ts a real mixture. 
Misleading statements and examples of 
Soc:alism in practice so nave as to be 
beyond belief. However. positive state- 
ments are made that at least will enable 
vanous Communist parties throughout 
the world to know where they stand tn 
re1alion to some aspects of the Soviet 
Union. 

THE Socialist Party of Canada have 
alwavs claimed that Socialism entaus 
the common ownership of the means of 
wealth production and distmbution: 
these means geared to satisfy human 
needs. We also contend that Socialism is 
a world wide concept and cannot oper- 
ate in one country. But. of crucial 
importance, the establishment of this 
new form of society needs Socialists. In

of explaining the existence of class dis- 
"tinction the Socialist. class distinc- 


uon springs from property ownership. 
Workers are members of the work:ng 
cass, not because they may have cultu- 
ral interests different from those of the 
capitalist class, but because they rely on 
their wages and salanes in order to live. 
Don't knock the technical backward- 
ness of the countrvside too much Mfr. 
Klimov and Urgrvumov. After all. i 
was some Soviet tarmers who became 
the first Soviet Millionaires during the 
scon world war and lent the Soviet 
Government millions of roubles. 

ON the political field, there has 
always been talk of Socialism in one 
country, We read about Egyptian 
Socialism, Socialism in Mozambique 
and Algena, etc. The British Commu- 
nal Party wrote about the British Road 
0 Socialism. The Nfoscow pamphlet. 
wt to be outdone, says the | 7th Party 
Congress declared . ‘the feasability of 
the building of socialism in one country 
ta» been proved in practice for the first 
ime in che histocy of mankind.”* Do we 
gather trom this that attempts have 
deen mude in other countries. but 
failed? Untortunately. no details are 
pren. 

SOCIALISM in one country is the 

of stupid statement vou would 
eipect from people who talk of two 
orms of sociaist property. From the 
basis of Common ownership springs not 
nls the end of class distinction, but the 
nd ot the market economy with 1¢s buv- 
ing and selling and its profit motive. The 
Market economy is in ttselt slmost 
4erld wide. Socialism is a world solu- 
“110 world problems and our Sactai- 
St Nessuge us (Oo Workers of the world. 

ANOTHER myth tostered by Com- 
MUNIst parties is that socialism is only a

goal. As the pamphiet.savs.. “For the 
first tine in human history, soctaiim. 
the first phase of communam was 
built.” Again.no mention is made as to 
what they conoider to be the differences

ENGLES. in &it 1888 Srelace to ure 
Communist Manifesto referstoi? . ‘as 
the most widespread. the most interna- 
ttonal of all sociaiist Lrerature.” He 
went onto say “Yet when it was written 
we could aot have called it a socialist 
manifesto.” And for the reasons that tn 
the middle ot the 19th century soctaliom 
was respectable and linked «sch retor- 
mists and idealists of all kinds Social- 
ism and Communism are 
interchangeable terms and express an 
identical form of somety. It is the com- 
munist parties. spurred on by histoncal 
developments ‘ao the Soviet U'mon that 
have seen {it to give them (wo separale 
meanings. 

THE pamphlet also deals with the 
1936 Consatution. It would be supertlu- 
ous for us to add anything to the follow- 
ing paragraph |.“ Theconstitution sard 
that the aim of granting citizens (hese 
nghts (right to work, and rest, leisure. 
conscience, speech etc.) was to streng- 
then the socialist system. thereby con- 
firming the class character of specialist 
democracy. which rules out “freedom” 
of anti-nationa:. anti-socialtst activiues. 
Untike bourgeous constitutioas, which 
confine themselves to a formal procta- 
mation of democratic tbertres. the 
Soviet constituuion guarantees these 
liberties.” 

THERE 1s more in the pamphlet 
about the Dictatorsmp of the Proleta- 
tiatetc. Mv thanks to Aeroflot. but they 
really should keep to flying

The Love (rfe of many working class 
‘Newly Weds’ can be off to a bad start 
through deing torced lo accept cramped 
living space. with o¢ without relatives 
on the scene. whilst the etfects on their 
offspring ts mighhghted by Dr. Arnold 
Sorsby in nis sciennfic book. “Medicine 
& Mankind,” (1942 edition) wherein 
staustics for Glasgow show that the 
smallest children come from the smal- 
lest houses! Here is 3 quote !rom that 
book:- page 190 in Scotiand the 
1931 census showed that 44 per vent of 
the population were living in houses of 
ome und two apariments and /* percent 
were living in rooms howsing four or more 
persons. On offictal standards of over- 
crowding, working class families in 1936 
showed a rate of 40.4 per cent at Wother- 
well 409 per cert at Cuatbridge, 42. J 
per cent at Port Glasgow. 44.9 per cent a! 
Clydebank, many mining towns and vil- 
iages throughout Scotiand were little 
beter” 

That was in /936. now here ws an 
example from /963. this trme trom 
Manchester where a citizen of that city 
wrote as follows OCC Mp) One vf the 
oldest houses in Gorton, Manchester ltis 
a Jupund 2 down house with ao bathroom 
and | have eleven children’. «(MLC 
Evening News.

You've got to have Incentive, they 
tell us again and again. Withcut in- 
centive to better onesel’ life would 
not be worth living. Cap!/‘tallam, they 
argue. offers real incentive and op- 
portunities for initiative wheréas 30- 
ctaliavn woud rij any ambition to get 
aheaa. If we knew We Nad our needs 
taken care of who would want to 
work? Wed al! become ‘!azv and goof 
off srom the job General ‘iving con- 
ditions would detertorate ‘ast. Why. 
thev go on, even in Commear iat coun- 
tries they have discovered :his truth 
and offer the workers ail sorts of tn- 
cenfive plans. 


Now the most surprising thing 
about this sort of philosophy is that 
it has stood up so weli through the 
decades, despite its obvious. even 
glaring ‘imitations. One could ask 
some embarrassing questions, such 
as. You say tnat once you knew that 
your seeds and wants were ‘%aken 
care of. vou Wou'd lowe al! incentive 


to work? Then why try to become 
wealthy? Surely if that were true 
then it Would have to follow that 
your statistical chances of becoming 
a bum would risa in direct proportion 
to sour acquisition of wealth. Think 
of the harm one would do to his own 
(uture character by becoming weal- 
thy' And what of your children? By 
making !t possible for them to live a 
life free from @nanciai pressures aod 
burdens you would be robbing them 
of their initiative, their incentive. 
thelr very birthright. They would 
Most probably wind up as bums. even 
if wealthy bums. 


Nonsense? Poppycock? Of course 
it is. It is that old argument, so be- 
loved by the theologians, about the 
camel and the eye of the needle. 
dressed up !n secwar clothing. We 
would suggest that those who believe 
that yarn ‘ell it to the capitalst class. 
as well as to Sweeney and to the 
Marines! 


Actuawy, it is the other way around. 
It is capitalism that robs most of tn- 
centive acd initiative Have you ever 
wondered why there are 30 few out- 
standing performers in any field one 
can think of? Certainly there must 
be a .arge number who live in obs¢ur- 
ity and even poverty because there 
can Se room for but a few at the top 
in capitalist soelety But far beyond 
those in numbera are the potential 
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artists, writers, musicians, scientists 
who never got of the ground because 
they are compelled, Erst of af], to earn 
a Uving for self and family. Nor let 
us fotmet the potential greats whose 
‘ives have deen snuffed out In capi- 
talism's wars. 


But now let us look for a moment 
at that hook that ts so frequently 
‘Srown at us about the so-called 
Communist countries discovering the 
value of incentive and initiative. The 
trouble with that argument is that !¢ 
is nothing new with them. 4s far 
back as Lenin's times the Soviet Un- 
fon had an Incentive system known 
as the New Economic Policy in which 
private enterprise was encouraged. 
Later. in Stalin's times, in the build- 
up of heavy industry, an incentive 
plan known as Stakhanovism was in- 
troduced. Workers received financial 
rewards and national recognition by 
improving their performances and 
output on the job. In this way the 
expected output could be raised and 
the degree of exploitation of ail the 
workers increased. Today, in Russia 
and throughout the world of state- 
capitalist, so-called Communism, all 
sorts of incentive, or carrot-on-the- 
end-of-a-stick plans are offered the 
workers. just as in the avowedly capi- 
talist West. Under capitalism—what- 
ever the variety—a few stand to get 
ahead and it is the few who are tout- 
ed and whose praises are sung. The 
Millions, however. remain in poverty 
never quite being able to reach that 
dangling carrot. 


Yes, {t will be different under s0- 
clalism. Mass production techniques 
will be used to ‘ake care of the needs 
of the population rather than to en- 
rich a few. When the pressures of 
providing the necessities of life itself 
are removed ali restrictions on the 
fulfliment of one’s potentials Will be 
gone. The world will) belong to all 
mankind. There will be nowhere for 
anybody who wants to become great 
to go but up.
